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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To unnecessitate the waiting by a software timer, to construct the 
simple initial synchronizing mechanism of a single master and plural slaves 
constitution, and to attain a sure initial synchronization by simultaneously 
resetting all processors. 

CONSTITUTION: A master processor 20 is reset simultaneously with slave 
processors 21a-21c, sends an inter-processor interruption signal to the slave 
processor of the synchronizing object a!fter-»thennitializati0n4s»60mpleted', 
and awaits that an activation^^^^^^^^comes from all slave processors 
of the synchronizing object. At respective slave processors, an interruption 
level is lowered, after a command receiving preparation from a master 20 is 
completed, the processor responds to the inter-processor interruption from the 



master 20, starts an interruption routine, and after an activation informing 
signal is returned to the master 20, the regular processing in accordance with 
the command is executed. The waiting by the software timer is made 
unnecessary, the simple initial synchronizing mechanism of the single master 
and plural slaves constitution is constructed regardless of the network 
construction, the initialization sequence of the special processor is extended, 
and even then, the initial synchronization can be surely executed. 
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
